GUOLIDGE; $200,000 
VOTED FOR AIRSHIP 


Tilson’s Amendment for 
3 Cruisers Expected 
to Pass Today. 


$15,000,000 PROGRAM 
REJECTED, 80 10 65 


Budget Bureau Is Assailed as 
Attempting to Set Aside 
Will of Congress. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

The House of Representatives yester- 
day, the President’s opinion to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, voted to appro- 
priate $200,000 to begin construction of 
a 6,000,000 cubic foot dirigible to cost 
not more than $4,500,000. 

The popular branch of Congress, in 
its action, which carried by a vote of 
132 to 69, disregarded the express ob- 
jections of President Coolidge in his 
budget message and his letter to Repre- 
sentative Burton L. French, of Idaho, 
and appeared generally as indifferent to 
his wishes in writing as the voters of 
Massachusetts were in the fall election. 

The fight to override the President 
and his director of the budget has not 
been ended. The House has still to 
consider the Tilson amendment, which 
would appropriate funds to begin the 
construction of the three cruisers re- 
maining under the 1924 program. Sen- 
timent in favor of this proposal, which 
will be offered by the Republican floor 
leader despite the President's letter, 
showed no sign of recession yesterday. 

More Support for Cruisers Likely. 

It is probable, in fact, that the 

cruiser amendment will likely attract 
even more general support than the 
suggestion that the navy engage at once 
in the construction of a gigantic 
lighter-than-air craft to replace the 
Shenandoah. Representative Tilson, 
who will offer the cruiser motion, voted 
against the inclusion of funds for the 
dirigible, and there are expected to be 
many other Republicans who will 
change with him. 
Yesterday's attack came from almost 
as strong an administration source. 
Representative James Begg, of Ohio, 
Republican whip, presented the dirigt- 
ble amendment. It was supported on 
both sides of the House and opposed | 
by but two members, Representative 
French and Representative John Taber, 
of New York, both of them members 
of the naval appropriations subcom- 
mittee having the bill in charge. 

The administration was able to resist 
further onslaughts which came imme- 
diately afterward. Representative Carl 
Vinson, of Georgia, proposed to in-| 
crease the money appropriated for the | 
navy’s five-year heavier-than-air pro- | 
gram from $8,000,000 to $15,000,000. He | 
lost his fight by a slender margin of | 
15 votes when the House divided, 80 to 
65, but not until he had stated that. 
the House was not carrying out the, 
provisions of the five-year aviation pol- | | 
icy which the same body had voted | 
two years ago. 

Fight as With Ungloved Hands. 

The fight upon the President’s desire 
to economize in national defense was 
fought with ungloved hands through- 
out most of the afternoon. Members 


of the House stated plainly and with-

Senate Group Finds Coal 
Men Profiteered in Strike 


Representative Capital Dealers Increased Earnings 
Out of Proportion to What They Themselves Held 
to Be Fair Return, Committee Concludes. 


Local coal dealers profiteered during 
the strike a year ago, the Senate Dis- 
trict committee concluded yesterday. 
All five of the representative dealers on 
whom Comptroller General McCarl 
made a complete report, increased their 
gross profits out of proportion to the 
increased cost of coal at the mine, 
and exceeded what their own repre- 
sentatives told the committee was a 
fair margin, it was held. 

Beyond having the report inserted in 
the record, an unusual proceeding, 
however, it was not indicated that the 
committee had any definite plans. 
Senator Copeland, of New York, warned 
that there will be another coal strike 
in April, and Senator Capper, chairman 
of the committee, agreed with him that 
another strike “seemed to be the gen- 
eral impression.” 

“Undoubtedly the coal dealers profi- 
teered,” said Mr. Copeland, “and deal- 
ers throughout the country were doubt- 
less doing the same thing. Isn't there 
something that can be done to prevent 
this sort of thing?” Senator, Bruce, of 
Maryland, gave it as his informal opin- 
ion, however, that the “government 
can't go into the coal business.” 

The committee did not get around to 
a serious consideration of legislating 


on the subject. Senator Capper pointed 
out that the primary purpose of the 
investigation was educational in that 
the public might be informed as to 


their treatment at the hands of the 
dealers. 


The committee’s conclusions were 
On & report made by H. A. A. Smith, 
chief investigator for Comptroller Gen- 
eral McCarl, the report itself contain- 
ing no conclusions. Mr. Smith's office 
conducted an investigation during the 
Summer after an earlier refusal by the 
dealers to let him examine their books 
had precipitated the committee to the 
brink of court action. 


“The audit clearly reveals,” the com- 
mittee report said, “that many of the 
figures submitted bythe coal dealers 
themselves (at the hearings last winter) 
as typical of costs, were entirely er- 
roneous, being much too high. The 
committee would have been misled if 
it had accepted the dealers’ statements 
and figures. 


What Charts Revealed. 

“A study of the charts and the 
statements (those prepared by Mr. 
Smith) reveals clearly that during the 
strike period the coal dealers advanced

Motion to Dismiss Charges 
Against Maine Senator 
Disregarded. 


CASE WILL GO TO FLOOR 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Senator Gould (Republican), Maine, 
lost his fight to prevent an investiga- 
tion of bribery charges against him 
yesterday when a Senate elections sub- 
committee decided to go forward with 
an inquiry. The committee disregarded 
the motion to dismiss the case for lack 
of jurisdiction, offered by counsel for 
the Maine senator, but déclined to pass 
formally on the merits of the motion. 

Both sides were ordered to be pre- 
pared to present evidence today, when 
the committee hopes to complete its 
hearing, only a few witnesses have 
been summoned. At the conclusion 
of the inquiry, the subcommittee plans 


‘to lay all of the evidence and the mo- 


tion to dismiss before the full com- 
mittee for action. 

The last two days have been spent 
in argument by Gould’s counsel and 
Senator Walsh (Democrat), Montana, 
who proposed the inquiry, on the con- 
stitutional authority of the Senate to 
expel or exclude anyone for an alleged 


|offense committed a long time prior to 


his election. 

The defense attorneys took the posi- 
tion that even if Senator Gould were 
found guilty of bribing a former pre- 
mier of New Brunswick, Canada, to ob- 


| tain a railroad contract, as has been 


charged, the Senate was without au- 
thority to expel him. Senator Walsh, 
however, contended that the Senate 
could expel a member or exclude an ap-- 
plicant for any offense committed at 
any time if it fel such procedure justi- 
fied. 

While the Gould argument was being 
heard, demand for investigation of an- 
other senator was renewed in a letter. 
to Senator McKellar (Democrat), Ten- 
nessee, from John R. Neal, of Knox- 
ville, Tenn. Neal reiterated his charges 
that Senator Tyson (Democrat), Ten- 
nessee, had spent $1,600,000 in his cam- 
paign two years ago. 

Senator Tyson said he would welcome 
an investigation by the Senate if it felt 
the “absurd charges” of Neal justified 
one. 

Frederick W. Hinckley, chief counsel 
for Senator Gould, who intimated Tues- 
day before the subcommittee that if 
his client lost his case it might be ap- 


pealed to the Supreme Court, was ad- 
mitted yesterday to practice in that 
court. 


Dougherty- Taliaferro 
Confirmation Delayed 


Action on the nomination of Com- 
missioners Dougherty and Taliaferro 
was deferred by the Senate District 
committee yesterday, owing to the 
absence of Senator King, of Utah. He 
had asked that no action be taken in 
his absence.

President Coolidge regards the situa- 
tion which now confronts the United 
States in Nicaragua and Mexico as far 
more serious than appears on the sur- 
face, and there was every. indication 
last night that matters would have 
taken a decided turn for the worst this 
week if prompt and effective steps had 
not been taken to cope with a Mexican- 
fostered Nicaraguan campaign aimed at 
American interests. 

In the light of latest developments, it 
begins to look as if America’s decisive 
action, backed by a demonstration of 
naval force, may nip further Mexican 
activities in the bud and eliminate the 
menace of the Sacasa revolutionists by 


making it physically impossible for 


them to continue their campaign 
against the Diaz government, which has 
been recognized by the United States 
as the constitutional government of 
Nicarague. 

The seriousness of the situation is 
now tinked with Mexico rather than the 
helpless Sacasa faction. In other words, 
the present crisis is focused in Nica- 
ragua, but the chief danger comes from 
the fact that President Calles of Mexico 
burned his bridges behind him when he 
staked his influence and the prestige of 
his -communistically inclined govern- 
ment behind Sacasa. 


Policy Frustrates Calles. 


Calles is confronted with the alter- 
native of bowing to the influence of 
the United States or endeavoring to 
break down that influence in this case, 
regardless of cost. And information 
reaching here clearly hints at the pos- 
sibility of Calles going to extremes with 
reckless disregard of consequences. He 
can not, however, obtain a grip on 
the Nicaraguan situation so long as 
American warships and American ma- 
rines keep out Mexican war supplies 
and frustrate the sending of Mexican 
forces to Sacasa’s aid. 

But the danger period is by no means 
past, it is stated. The sentimental at- 
tachment which Mexicans first had for 
the Sacasa cause, after Calles had de- 
cided to recognize Sacasa, has developed 
and grown to a point where anti- 
Americanism is being fanned into a 
flame by the Mexican radicals and 
where it has become a matter of pride 
for Calles and his followers to check- 
mate the aims and purposes of the 
United States. And the fact that this 
new element is injected into relations 
between Mexico and the United States 
at a time when there are strained re- 
lations over threatened confiscation of 
American properties in Mexico makes 
matters far more grave.

FOREIGNERS AMAZED 
AS TROOPS DEPART 


Situation Reported Growing 
More Critical Hourly; Busi- 
ness at Standstill. 


London, Jan. 6 (By A. P.).—For the 
first time since its creation as a little 
English city on the Yangtse river in 
1861, Hankow appears to be slipping 
from British control into the grip of 
the Chinese nationalists. After a night 
of unrelaxed tension, the outgrowth of 
the anti-British activities in th 
Yangtze river region, all the British 
women and children in Hankow were 
taken- aboard vessels for Shanghai, 
while the men of the British concession 
were concentrated in two buildings. 

Tate dispatches from‘ the Hankow 
district indicate that the situation con- 
tinues most grave, with the local: Brit- 
ish naval and civil authorities strain- 
ing every effort tagavert clashes and 
yielding to the Chinese to an extent 
which a few years ago would not have 
been dreamed of—all because it is real- 
ized that the smallest provocative spark 
might start blazes of uncontrollable na- 
tionalist disorder. 


Volunteer Police Disarmed. 


Following upon the action of the 
British in withdrawing their marines 
on Tuesday, all the volunteer police 
forces have been disarmed, and the 
Chinese population left free to circu- 
late at will in the British quarter. 

The British are relying on the pledge 
of Eugene Chen, the Cantonese foreign 
minister, of full responsibility for law 
and order within the concession. Chen 
has insisted that the Cantonese mili- 
tary forces will be able to maintain 
order in the district which the British 
policed until a few days ago, provided 
the Chinese are not antagonized. 

All business in Hankow is ‘at a 
standstill. The voluntary military or- 
ganizations of the British community 
have been taken aboard British war- 
ships in the river and British subjects 
have been warned not to venture on 
the streets.. Meanwhile, the national- 
ists are tightenfng their control. Brit- 
ish flags on the municipal building 
have been replaced by the Cantonese 
emblem and all other union jacks have 
been hauled down. Other reports 
reaching London are that the streets 
are placarded with signs exhorting the 
natives to “crush British imperialism.” 


Chen Offers an Apology. 


The news came to official quarters in 
London tonight that Chen “tendered 
profound apologies” to the British 
consul for the desecration by a mob of 
the British war memorial, and that he 
announced he would undertake to re- 
pair the damage to the stone facing of 
the memorial. 

This is in line with the British be- 
lief that Chen will do everything in 
his power to carry out his pledges. 

Behind the scenes, however, extrem- 
ist agitators are trying to force the 
fighting by such means as the de- 
mands on the British consul, drawn up 
by representatives of laborers, farmers, 
merchants, students and soldiers of 
Hankow, for presentation through the 
Cantonese government.

Thousands Watch Battle With 
Flames in Roofing Plant 
in Fifth Street. 


THREE ALARMS SOUNDED 


A spectacular three-alarm fire, dis- 
covered shortly before 6 o’clock last 
night in the three story building of the 
Kober Company's paint and roofing 
supplies plant at 931-935 Fifth street 
northwest, resulted in the calling out 
of twelve fire engine and truck com- 
panies and tied up traffic for blocks, 
besides providing thrills for a crowd of 
more than 2,000 persons. 

Long tongues of flame from paint, 
asphalt and other conibustibles stored 
in the buildings licked the sides of the 
brick building and shot many feet into 
the air. The glare from the fire was 
visible in all parts of the city. Smoke 
was so dense members of the fire res- 
cue squad provided many firemen with 
gas masks for protection in fighting 
the blaze. 

More than two tons of iron and tin 
supplies crashed from the third floor 
to the floor below when the flames 
burned through a rear section of the 
third floor. No one was injured, as the 
firemen were in the front part of the 
building at the time. 

Fiose lines and ladders strung across 
Fifth street completely blocked street 
car and automobile traffic at this 
point for more than an hour. Re- 
serves from the Third and Sixth pre- 
cinct, together with police from the 
Second precinct, had a hard time keep- 
ing the large crowd outside the danger 
lines and in directing traffic which was 
jammed for blocks around.

LAW ENFORCEMENT 


VITAL TO SELF RULE, 
GOOLIDGE ASSERTS 


Tells Committee of 1,000 
Life and Liberty Rest 
on Obedience. 


BORAH CHALLENGES 
WETS TO FAIR FIGHT 


Denounces Nullification of Dry 
Amendment—Negro Bishop 
Barred From Banquet. 


Political corruption, prohibition vio- 
lations, and the national election of 
1928, were discussed last night at the 
annual banquet of the Citizens Com- 
mittee of One Thousand, held in the 
Willard hotel. 

President Coolidge sent the commit- 
tee a letter in which he declared that 
the failure to enforce the laws will 
mean the failure of the government. 
The letter, which was addressed to B. 
T. Galliher, said in part: 

“I want you to know that I rogard 
the observance and enforcement of the 
law as exceedingly important to the 
public welfare of the nation. This is a 
subject I have often discussed and de- 
sire constantly to emphasize. 


Government Fails If Law Fails. 


“It is scarcely too much to say that 
all our rights, our liberty, and life itself, 
are dependent for their protection on 
public law. If it fails to be enforced, 
government itself fails. If it fails to 
be observed, the very foundations on 
which self-government rests is weaken- 
ed and destroyed. Anything that your 
organization does to impress this princi- 
ple on the public mind will be a distinct 
patriotic service. No country has ever 
reached a state of perfect law observ- 
ance or enforcement. Every first-class 
government makes an honest and in- 
telligent effort to enforce the law and 
the standards of citizenship are very 
much lowered when there is any gen- 
eral failure to observe the law. I wel- 
come the assistance of all organizations - 
established for the purpose of support- 
ing these principles.” 

Senator William E. Borah, of Idaho, 
fired a double broadside in his ad- 
dress, aiming at the “two great evils— 
corruption and lawlessness.” Without 
mentioning names, he talked bitterly 
on the Smith and Vare cases, and de- 
clared that it would be better for the 
government itself to finance political 
campaigns than to have them financed 
by private interests. 


Borah Wins Cheers. 
The Idaho senator was wildly cheered, 
when, in closing, he challenged those 
who believe in nullification of the 


‘leighteenth amendment “to put forth 


their platform.and name their candi- 
date.” 

Fred B. Smith, chairman of the com- 
mittee of one thousand, which has for 
its aims law enforcement and obsery- 
ance, elicited prolonged applause when 
he hurled the following ultimatum at 
the major political parties: 

‘“‘We serve notice on all political par- 
ties that their name is death if they 


‘fool with this subject (prohibition) in 


1928.” 

Col. Raymond Robins, of Chicago, 
vice chairman of the committee, de- 
clared that the American people who 
believe in law enforcement are \weary 
of pretense, and he warned that no 
candidate will get the nomination in 
1928 by a half-hearted allegiance to 
the. Constitution. 

Senator Morris Sheppard, pioneer 
prohibitionist from Texas, who was au- 
thor of the first prohibition law for 
the District of Columbia, issued the 
same warning. 


Negro Bishop Barred. 


Carlton M. Sherwood, executive sec- 
retary of the committee of one thou- 
sand, yesterday, conveyed to Bishop 
Clement, negro Methodist Church of- 
ficial, of Louisville, Ky., that his pres- 
ence at the banquet, for which he had 
secured tickets as the negro represent- 
ative of the general committee, had 
been found undesirable bv the local 
committee because of his racial iden- 
tity. 

The bishop, who is chairman of the 
committee on race relations of the Fed 
eral Council of Churches, it was 
learned, had been urged previously by 
the executive committee to attend the 
banquet where the principal speeches 
were to be made and after much cor- 
respondence had been forwarded ban- 
quet tickets to Louisville, with instruc- 
tions to invite one guest.

Isadore: Stern, attorney for McManus, 
against. whom Reeves had also an- 
nounced that he would prefer charges, 
went to the-office of District Attorney 
Winne, where he offered to surrender, 
and was told that he was not wanted. 

When he heard of the accusations 
Reeves had made against him, Stern 
said: “If that were trué, I ought to be 
hanged, but it’s absurd.” 

The charges:against McManus will be 
considered by the United States grand 
jury, convening at Trenton on January 
18. In addition to the warrant for 
McManus, it was said that an arrest 
would be made soon, in an alleged 
conspiracy of bootleggers to ‘oust 
Reeves, who yesterday announced he 
was willing to make any sacrifice to 
determine whether the “law of crooks 
was superior to the law of the land. 
Seven agents of the Department of 
Justice were in Newark today attempt- 
ing to uncover the plot to discredit 
Reeves for which the administrator has 
charged that the sum of $150,000 was 
raised. 

McManus was reduced from. chief 
enforcement agent to special investi- 
gator on December 15, and dismissed 
from the service on January 4. Early to- 
day Reeves announced that McManus 
had telephoned a demand for his 
resignation and he acused Reeves of 
“trying to make a goat” of him. Reeves 
and McManus are former friends ard 
business associates. 


EXECUTIVE PASSPORT 
POWERS OVERRULED 


Congress Did Not Give Presi- 
dent Right to Make Rules, 
Says Appeals Court. 


Boston, Jan. 6 (By A. P.).—The 
United States circuit court of appeals 
handed down a decision here today in 
which it declared that Congress, under 
the act.of 1924, did not confer on the 
President the authority to make pass- 
port regulations. 

The decision, written by Judge 
George W. Anderson dnd concurred in 
by Judge George H. Bingham, was given 
in the case of Francesco Tarantino, of 
Milwaukee, Wis., who was denied entry 

to the United States by Boston immi- 
ceation authorities when he returned 
from a visit to Italy. The order of ex- 
clusion was based on his failure to pro- 
duce a permit or an immigration visa. 

In the decision Judge Anderson said 
in part: 

“Even if Congress had undertaken to 
empower the President to make regula- 
tions as to the admission of aliens un- 
der the act of 1924 (as we think Con- 
gress did not), this regulation’ as now

construed’ is unreasonable and .there- 
fore invalid.”’ 

The decision dismissed the appeal of 
the government from a ruling under 
which the immigrant was admitted on 
habeas corpus proceedings and enables 
Tarantino to remain here. 


NEW QUAKES ALARM 
CALIFORNIA TOWNS 


Calexico, El Centro and Braw- 
ley Shaken by Adjust- 


ment Tremors. 


Calexico, Calif., Jan, 6 (By A. P,).— 
A series of settling earthquakes, includ- 
ing the heaviest shock since the New 
Year’s eve earthquake, which wrought 
havoc in the lower end of the Im- 
perial valley in the United States and 
in Mexico, startled residents of Calexico 
and Mexicala across the border here 
last night and early today. 


The heaviest of the series occurred 
at 8:40 o’clock this morning. Towns 
throughout the valley reported the 
tremors, but there were no evidences 
of any material damage.

their sale prices more than their costs 
increased, with the result that during 
such period their gross, profits greatly 
increased. It is also apparent that 
their profits on substitutes for hard 
coal were greater than on anthracite, 
so that the retail dc lers undoubtedly 
benefited by strike conditions, while 
the consumer suffered. — 

“It is-.equally clear that the gross 
margin obtained by Washington deal- 
ers were much in excess of those ob- 
tained by dealers generally in other 
parts of the country.” 

In this connection the report pointed 
out that an investigation by the United 
States coal commission had found that 
the average gross margin for 273 com- 
panies in small and large cities was 
$2.67 a gross on. The local dealers’ 
representatives, it was pointed out, tes- 
tified $2.72 was a fair margin, while 
the testimony at the hearings of “one 
of the big coal operators of the coun- 
try” was quoted as follows: 

“If I-were to add $2.50 a ton to the 
cost of freight plus mine price for 
the delivery of this coal within a, rea- 
sonable radius, I would be selling it a 
@ very good profit to myself,” 

The local dealers’ margin ranged as 
high as $6.70 a ton,.it was pointed out, 
and in many instances the net profit 
exceeded the figure set as a fair gross 
profit. 


Conflict With Testimony. 


In conflict .with the testimony of 
some of the dealers before the commit- 
tee that degradation or slack was & 
dead loss to them, the report satd, it 
was their practice to sell this slack as 
run of mine coal with 25 per cent 
lump. It was only on this class of coal 
that any of the dealers examined 
showed a loss per ton, with the excep- 
tion of one descriéd in the report as 
“G” and for whom the report was in- 
complete. He showed a loss of nine 
cents a ton on Pocahontas, New River 
and other low volatile coal. 

“Even on this degraded coal,’ the re- 
port said, “it will be noticed that the 
losses per ton were comparatively small, 
after allowing for every expense on a 
very liberal scale.”” The auditors were 
in fact, very liberal with the dealers, 
the report said, and said that 1t should 
be borne in mind that the aggregate net 
profits for the year reported for the 
dealers excluded salaries for officers and 
income taxes. 

“These salaries usually got % a single 
or comparatively few families, con- 
trolling the various companies,” the re- 
port said, “so that in considering net 
profits consideration must also be given 
to. the salaries withdrawn under the 
guise of expenses.” 

The dealer described as “A” and 
whont Senator Capper: frequently re- 
ferred to as the “largest dealer,” in- 
creased his gross margin on briquettes 
from $3.72 to $6.70 during the strike 
period, the report held, on high volatile 
Fairmont coal from $2.70 to $4.60; on 
Pocahontas egg and other low volatile 
coal from $3.15 to $5.90 and from $3.60 
to $5.80; on coke from $2.20 to 85.30 
and on run of mine, including ‘some 
slack, the gross margin was reduced 
from $2.80 to 82.55. 


Rising Profits Described. 


The dealer described as “B” had total 
sales of $545,000, about $180,000 rep- 
resenting anthracite and $365,000 bj- 
tuminous, the report said. Its gross 
profits were $130, 000. Its net profits 
were $28,500, “plus officers’ salaries of 
$14,500, or a total of $43,000. This was 
after allowing depreciation of 7,000 
and income tax payment of $4,100." 

its gross profits a ton rose during the 
strike period on briquettes from $1.50 to 
$3 a ton, according to the report, on 


coke from $1.80 to $5.10; on lump and 
egg low volatile from $3.80 to $4.90 and 
from $2.15 to $4.30. 

“Dealer “C” reported aggregate net 
profits of only $1,385 on sales of $128,- 
000. . Officers’ salaries were 63.347, how- 
ever, and a depreciation allowance of 
$3,500 was aliowed. 

Dealer “G” reported net aggregate 
profits of only $781 on sz2ies of $147,- 
000 but had a deduction of $4,650 for 
officers’ salaries. 

Under the caption of “Are expenses 
too high?” the report said: 

“It would appear that the dealers 
were liberally dealt with by the ac- 
countants in allowing deductions for 
expenses.”

a law suit but this case was different. 

“Beopold’ and Loeb are not in good 
repute,” he told the jury. “They glory 
in their crime: Why, when I read into 
the record yesterday the story of their 
killing of Bobby Franks, for which they 
are now serving a penitentiary sentence, 
Leopold sriickered and yawned, instead 
of hanging his head in shame.” 

He reminded the jurors of the testi- 
mony regarding the birthday party for 
Leopold and the drinking both de- 
fendants admitted, dwelling on the 
seriousness of the crime against Ream. 

Alibis as to their whereabouts the 
night of the attack were offered by 
Leopold and Loeb today and corrobo- 
rated by Nathan’s brother, Samuel. 
They said they had attended a birthday 
party for Nathan at the Leopold home, 
Samuel testifying that he and his 
brother had gone to bed immediately 
after the guests left shortly after mid- 
night. 

Mrs. Bernice de Breuill, landlady of 
a rooming house where Ream formerly 
lived, said Ream told her he would 
never be able to identify any one in 
connection with the attack. 

Judge Frank L. Hooper, in. his in- 
structions to the jury, said if the evi- 
dence presented seemed about equal 
the verdict should be for the defend- 
ants.

SCENE OF BRITAIN’S CRISIS IN CHINA

Curtis-Crisp Measure Plans 
to Break Deadlock on 
Legislation. 


SEEKS $250,000,000 FUND 


(By the Associated Press.) 


A bipartisan farm relief bill, spon- 
sored by Senator Curtis, of Kansas, Re- 
publican floor leader, and Representa- 
tive Crisp (Democrat), Georgla, was 
presented to Congress yesterday in an 
effort to break the long deadlock on 
agricultural legislation. | 

It was presented in the Senate and 
House coincident with the resumption 
of consideration of farm legislation by 
the House agriculture committee, which 
voted to sidetrack discussion of the 
McNary-Haugen bjll until next Tues- 
day and to take, up in the meantime 
the Aswell bill, a measure which omits 
the provision for an equalization fee on 
agricultural - products with which to 
handle the surplus crop problem. 

Both Senator Curtis and Represen- 
tative Crisp described their measure as 
designed to meet objections raised 
against pending proposals. It would 
provide for a Federal Farm Board and 
an appropriation’ of $250,000,000. The 
duty of the board would be to insure 
“reasonable profit over cost of pro- 
duction” on farm commhodities by de- 
claring an emergency for any crop,

But the firmness of the ad- 
ministration and the fact that sporadic 
criticism from certain quarters at the 
Capital has had no effect_on the Presi- 
dent's policy tend to greatly minitnize 
the danger of serious trouble, it is said, 
even though such danger be still lurk- 
ing in the background.

VITAL, COOLIDGE SAYS 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.) 


Bishop W. J. Walls, of Charlotte, N. 
C., declined to attend any of the 
sessions of the committee of 1,000. 
Political significance of the occurrence 
was noted in a dispatch sent by one of 
the bishops to Robert J. Nelson, negro 
Democrat, of Wilmington, Del., vice 
president of the national negro press 
association, condemning the hotel man- 
agement for alleged discrimination. 

The incident, negro politicians stated 
last night, would prove effective in 
causing many negroes to vote wet in 
the next elections, because of the at- 
titude of the committee of 1,000 which 
they had been given to understand, 
was bone dry under existing legislation. 

Senator Borah told those at the ban- 
quet that he was not there to discuss 
the wisdom of prohibition. Under the 
American theory of government, he 
said, that point had been settled when 
the eighteenth amendment was writ- 
ten into the Constitution. 

“So long as this remains a govern- 
ment of law,” he said, “there are only 
two things to do, enforce it or repeal 
it. Those who urge its repeal are act- 
ing within their undisputed rights. 

“But there is a different program 
proposed, and to that I direct attention. 
It is proposed by political leaders and 
educators to build up public opinion so 
as to make the Constitution a dead let- 
ter not to repeal it, but to disregard it. 
It is proposed to let it stand, and not- 
withstanding it remains a part of the 
Constitution, to nullify it, to trample it 
under foot. 


Denounces Wine and Beer. 


Senator Sheppart, a pioneer dry 
from Texas, told the committee that 
those who purchase and drink liquor 
are “guiltier than beotleggers and 


professional crimunals.”’ They are 
ingrates, he said, “because their prop- 
erty and liberty are protected by the 
Constitution they violate.”’ 

“The old flappers among the women 
and the older floppers among the men 
constitute the incorrigible and noisy 
minority, who constitute the main 
source for whatever is wrong in pro- 
hibition law observance,” he added. 

Commenting on the move to bring 
back light wines and beer, Senator 
Sheppard said: 

“Light wine and beer were the chief 
offenders of human dcency and human 
welfare in the days before prohibition. 
Men and women, boys and girls, who 
went to hell by the alcoholic route 
started nearly always on light wine and 
beer.” 

Senator Sheppard declared that if 
the wets once got a majority in Con- 
cress, they would destroy the Eigh- 
teenth amendment by making changes 
in thé prohibition laws, under. the 
guise of enforcing these laws. 


Honor Dead Dry Agents. 


At the conclusion of his speech Sen- 
ator Sheppard asked all present to 
stand up and observe a moment of 
silence in honor of the 50 or more pro- 
hibition agents and State officers who 
have been killed in enforcement work 
since 1920. 

Col.- Robins, who made a fortune in 
the Alaskan gold rush, was the prin- 
cipal speaker at a meeting of the com- 
mittee earlier in the day. In a fiery 
address he challenged either af the 
major political parties to put a wet 
plank in its platform. 

“To refuse to obey a law because we 
do not like that law is treason,” Col. 
Robins said, “and to choose which law 
we shall violate is selective anarchy. 

“Cocktails in rich homes and white 
mule in the dens of the wnderworld 
are the only bolshevik that we need to 
fear.” 

Fred B. Smith, of New York, chair- 
man of the committee, presided at the 
afternoon meeting. The toastmaster at 
the banquet last night was Col. Patrick 
Henry Callahan, of Louisville Ky. 

While the committee of one thousand 
was holding its banquet, the Associa- 
tion Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment issw:d a statement urging the 
commit*_.. to take the ground that “re- 
spect for law is justified only when 
enforcement by poison and violence is 
unnecessary.” 

“There can not be respect for law,” 
said, the statement, ‘“‘unless; first, the 
law is respectable.”

New York, Jan. 6 (By A. P.).—New 
York will talk to London over the tele- 
phone tomorrow. Not only will the 
first transatlantic commercial telephone 
service in the world be inaugurated, but 


by use of an emergency auxiliary air- 
line the human voice may be transmitted 
from Deal Beach, N. J., direct to Lon- 
don, on short wave frequéncy. 
Revelation of the successful applica- 
tion of a 22 meter wave length for 
transatlantic communication came to- 
day’ when officials of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. confirmed re- 
ports that their engineers had rigged 
up an emergency circuit to support the 
regular airline on the 5,000 meter wave 
length. It was stated that the short 
and long wave circuits were working 
perfectly today, communication being 
conducted over both simultaneously. 
Which one of these circuits.the ‘first 
caller”’ will use tomorrow is not known. 
The long wave length service carries 


a land wire from New York to Rocky | 


Point, Long island, where a radio 
transmitting station sends the voice 
to the Wroughton receiving station, 
England, thence by land wire to London. 
The short wave will take up the land 
wire transmitted voice from New: York 
at Deal Beach, N. J., and shoot it 
through the air direct to London. 

London, however, thus far, has no 
short wave length circuit and must 
send on the 5,000-meter wave, via land 
wire to Rugby radio station, then by 
radio to Houlton, Maine, and down by 
land wire to New York. 

The telephone office has not yet re- 
vealed the names of the persons who 
have booked the wire for the first day’s 
41, hours of talk, at $25 a minute, with 
a 3-minute minimum requirement for 
each caller. 

The official openifg of the wire. will 
be simple. President Gifford, of the 
A. T. & T. Co., will talk for a few min. 
utes to the secretary of the British gen- 
eral postoffice, Sir G. Evelyn P. Murray. 
This will be at 8:30 a. m., New York 
time, or 1:30 p. m. London time. 

After that whoever was recorded as 
the first applicant when the stop watch 
race opened at 8:30 a. m. yesterday will 
take the wire, the duly historic first 
person to talk over the transatlantic 
commercial telephone.

NEWSPAPER POSTAGE. 


Publishers of daily newspapers throughout 
he country have been actively interested in 


Pntil 1917 newspapers were transported at a 


tie 


t rate of 1 cent per pound. At that time the 
scale was abolished and as.a war revenue 
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vertising and reading sections, the latter bear- 
ing a flat rate of 14% cents per pound, the ad- 


rate of from 2 to 10 cents per pound, depend- 
ing on the distance carried. Four successive 
increases were provided for to take effect dur- 
ing the years 1919 to 1922, inclusive, and in 
1925 a second law was passed changing the 
rates somewhat in certain of the zones. 

The law of 1917 revolutionized the methods 
of pay for newspaper mail distribution. The 
second year of the new rates brought the gov- 
ernment receipts more than $13,000,000 in 
excess of those for the last year under ‘the old 
System. Thereafter, however, receipts drop- 
ped off, and the explanation is offered that 
prohibitive mailing costs drove the publishers 
to establish or utilize baggage, motor truck or 
express distributive systems. 

Publishers are asking for a return to the 
1920 rates, those which produced the great- 
est revenue in the history of the postoffice. 
The demand seems equally fair to publisher, 
subscriber and the department, and by en- 
abling newspapers to make greater use of 
postoffice facilities should vastly increase the 
postal revenues.

A HUGE SAVINGS FUND. 


By the end of 1926 savings bank deposits 
amounted to $24,296,060,000, owned by more 
than 46,762,000 persons. This was an average 
of about $211 per capita. The year 1926 
showed a volume of savings about $1,500,000,- 
000 greater than 1925, and the number of 
depositors was 3,000,000 in excess of 1925. 
Between 1912 and 1916 there was a decline 
in the volume of savings and also in the 
number of depositors. 

This large sum of savings deposits does not 
include the millions of checking accounts, nor 
the approximately $700,000,000 in stock of 
corporations held by wage earners employed, 
nor the millions in savings invested in other 
corporations, nor the 3,400,000 school children 
with savings in 11,370 schools banks totaling 
$32,000,000, nor the thousands of building and 
loan associations holding prospective real 
estate investments totaling some $4,000,000.,- 
000, nor various postal Savings accounts. 

It is estimated that the plan of Christmas 
club savings has added 7,800,000 individuals 
to the army of persons saving many millions 
annually for the Christmas season. 

This is an impressive showing of the thrift 
and wealth of the United States. It is a 
conclusive answer to the claim that this country 
is headed for an economic and social collapse. 


AMERICAN PATENTS. 


The United States is slowing down from the 
1925 high record of inventions. In 1926 there 
were 1,750 fewer patents issued than in 1925, 
when 46,450 were granted. Thése patents 
were issued under the law of 1836, which es- 
tablished the present patent system of the 
United States. In 1837, the first year after the 
establishment of the system, there were only 
436 patents issued. Since 1837 more than 1,- 
612,700 patents have been issued. 

Patents are not only an accurate index of 
industrial activity, but are a barometer indicat- 
ing what kind of business weather may be ex- 
pected. The wheels of the patent office turn in 
harmony with the wheels of industry. 

No people on earth are so fertile in the ¢re- 


r ation of new ideas harnessed to business and 


production as the Americans. The saving of 
human labor is the: ideal sought after by all 
real inventors. Increase'in human wants stim- 
ulates the inventive genius of men of ideas. 
Useful inventions lengthen life and add to the 
happiness of human beings. While some in- 
ventors make fortunes, most of them, for lack 
of capital, are forced to sell their discoveries 
to men of means, who reap the large rewards. 
However, the world gets the benefit, and few 
take the trouble to think of the inventor. It is 
easy to take all improvements in daily living 
as a matter of course. 


STILL ANOTHER “INVESTIGATION.” 

With only 48 investigations in sight and an- 
other threatened by a member of the House, 
Senator King of Utah evidently considers it de- 
sirable to raise the limit to an even 50. 

The Utah statesman is of an inquiring dis- 
position and he is anxious to know just what 
influenced the President of the United States 
in the matter of appointing commissioners for 
the District of Columbia. There is absolutely 
no harm in the desire of Senator King to know 
the inner workings of the mind of the Pres- 
ident. There are many citizens, possibly a ma- 
jority of the adult population of the United 
States, who have a feeling of curiosity on the 
same and similar subjects. Mr. Coolidge has 
an inscrutable countenance. It would be called 
a ‘‘poker face” in those sections of the country 
wherein poker is a national pastime, and no 
one who attends the semiweekly ‘‘White House 
conferences” has ever been able to read behind 
the mask into the workings of the presidential 
mind. es 

. There is nothing in the law, fundamental or 
statutory, which obliges the President to tell 
the Senate or any member of that body what 
considerations actuate him in making selec- 
tions for appointments. The Senate can 
“turn down’’ any nomination sent for its con- 
sideration, and the Utah senator, by virtue of 
his office, has the right to objeet to confirma- 
tion of any nominee of the President. But the 
most hopeless quest of all the investigations 
will be that which proposes to compel Mr, 
Coolidge to answer this question: ‘‘Why did 
you pick out this particular man for this par- 
ticular job?’’

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‘NORWAY FIGHTS BACK. 


An unexpected outcome of the enactment of 
the ‘‘flexible tariff’? clause of the tariff act is 
an appeal to the United States Supreme Court 


by a foreign manufacturer for a writ of 
mandamus. against the tariff commission to 
compel that body to reveal facts concerning 
the cost of producing sodium nitrate in the 
United States. 

During the hearings conducted by the\com- 
mission into the cost of production of nitrate 
of sodium, for the purpose of comparing it 
with the cost in Norway, from which country 
the United States imports large quantities, the 
commission sent a representative to Norway, 
to whom the Norwegian company concerned 
refused to give information. That company 
in turn asked the commission to disclose 
information regarding the cost of like produc- 
tion in the United States. This was refused, 
and the company resorted to the law. The 
Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia 
refused to mandamus the commission jn the in- 
terest of the Norwegian company, holding that 
the case is ‘‘moot,’’ because the inquiry had 
been conducted at the request of the Presi- 
dent for the purpose of guiding him in acting 
upon the appeal for a higher rate of duty on 
sodium nitrate to meet the higher cost of 
production. The President, being satisfied 
with the .findings of the commission, had 
“taken action to equalize the cost of produc- 
tion of the domestic product and importations 
of sodium nitrate into the United States. 

The Department of Justice, in a brief filed 
on behalf of the commission with the United 
States Supreme Court, agrees with the ¢ourt 
that the case is “‘moot.’ The department sets 
forth that as the commission has concluded 
its investigation and that as the President has 
not made a request for a reconsideration, the 
court may not compel the commission to re- 
consider the matter or make a new report, 
and ‘‘the disclosure of the information de- 
sired by the Norwegian company would now 
be futile and the relief sought unavailing~’ 

The department further argues in its brief 
that “if the construction of the statute urged 
by the foreign company is sustained * * * the 
statute would be found unworkable, the con- 
trol of proceedings impossible, and American 
business concerns exposed -to- minute inquisi- 
tion by foreign competitors without any real 
gain in the information available to the Presi- 
dent in applying the statute.”’ 


POLICE ACTIVITIES. 


The metropolitan police arrested upward of 
3,000 violators of the traffic regulations during 
December. Most of the offenders failed to 
obey the parking rules. The traffic cops were 
exceedingly diligent in their efforts to appre- 
hend the men and women who overstayed the 
time allowed for parking their cars, ticketing 
upward of 1,000 in this category. They also 
did very well in the matter of arrests for 
speeding, having captured no fewer than 254 
of that class of offenders during December. 


“Nor can they be criticized for laxity in the 


arrest of reckless drivers, as they succeeded 
in bringing 60 of them into court. 

But the report from Maj. Hesse’s office 
does not indicate that his alert bobbies were 
very fortunate in running down and locking 
up any considerable number of “hit-and-run” 
offenders. Also, it would appear the best in- 
terest of the public might have been better 
served had more attention been given to apart- 
ment burglars, whose activities during Decem- 
ber caused far more annoyance and inconven- 
ience than the entire thousand overtime 
parkers accomplished throughout the year. 

At least a dozen such visitations occurred 
in Mount Pleasant last week, and the residents 
who found evidences of such visits have not 
yet read anything abut the apprehension of 
the unwelcome callers. But perhaps Maj. 
Hesse is preparing a supplemental report de- 
voted to the records of his force in the matter 
of catching hit-and-runners and apartment 
thieves. : 


FIGHT ON ILLITERACY. 


The United States, with nearly 5,000,000 


individuals who by their own confession Can . 


neither read nor write, occupies the shame- 
ful position of tenth place in literacy among 
the nations’ of the world. The bureau of 
education recognizes this challenge, and re- 
cently has asked the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs to assist in listing the 
illiterates of the country to the end that they 
may be taught to read and write before the 
taking of the 1930 census. 

The federation has worked out a plan where- 
by there will be chosen in each State one 
county typical of the-entire State, the selection 
to be made with the assistance and sanction of 
local authorities. Each home in this county 
will be visited and listed by one of the club- 
women, and the survey will be followed 
immediately by a vigorous campaigm of educa- 
tion organized to reach every illiterate on the 
list. The clubwomen feel that this method 
will prove so fruitful in results and-so sug- 
gestive to the authorities that State-wide 
surveys and teaching campaigns, conducted in 
the same manner by counties, will follow 
inevitably, and that by 1930 illiteracy will be 
practically eliminated from the United States. 

The federation is launching an ambitious 
program, one which, if it reaches only the 
original county surveyed, will be of great 
value. It may be wise to point out, however, 
that a State is a large and slow moving body, 
one which may not catch the idea at all, and 
which certainly in most cases will. require 
more than four years to swing into action. 
The Federation of Women’s Clubs has a mem- 
bership extending throughout the country,

THE LAST MAST TREE. 

With the recent felling of a gaunt 
pine in the town of Cumberland, near 
Portland, Me., says the Wheeling 
Register, it is believed that the 
last of the so-called mast trees has 
fallen victim. to the woodman’s ax. 
The stump was so large that a yoke 
of oxen was driven on to it and turned 
around. Of the mast landings once 
numerous around the shores of Casco 
bay some slight traces still remain. 

Mast trees and mast landings were 
first so designated about 1691, when in 
the Provincial Charter of that year, 
under which Plymouth Colony and the 
Province of Maine were united with 
Massachusetts, it was provided that all 
trees of the diameter of twenty-four 
inches upward twelve inches from the 
ground, growing upon land not here- 
tofore granted to any private person, 
should be reserved to the crown for 
the furnishing of masts for the royal 
navy. be 

Near the coast all-white pines of 
suitable dimensions were marked with 
an ax in the design of a broad arrow, 
made by three cuts through the bark 
like the track of a crow: This was 
the king’s mark, and up to no later 
than a quarter of a century ago these 
symbols were occasionally found on 
some great pine. 

Men, women and children came from 
long distances to witness the felling, 
trimming and dragging away of the 
mast trees from forest to shore. 

This hauling of straight pine trees 
to the waiting ships was the reason 
for the establishment of so-called 
mast landings. There were half ay 
dozen or more of these at different. 
points around Casco bay. From them | 


the towering pines. royal masts in} 
embryo, were ioaded into ships and 


carried to England or to some of the 
American colonies.

Fads in Schools. 

| To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Your 
| correspondent Samuel Saloman strikes 
ithe right key when he suggests to our 
school authorities to cut out the trim- 
mings and get back to teaching the 
three R’s. Too much time;~tee-—much 
money is wasted in our schools, and 
when a pupil has passed through the 
reguiar course, if he expects to make 
anything of himself, he has immediate- 
ly to begin the work of unlearning 
much he was taught, and learning 
much he should, have been taught. It 
is a rush through the day to see how 
little can be taught of what constitutes 
the foundation of a sound education. 
Evolution is no part of needed school 
instruction. All that should come in 
after years. The same is true of Greek 
and Roman mythology, and numerous 
other fancy trimmings now taking up 
the time that ought to be devoted 
to mathematics and the use of the 
English language. Education, like a 
house, should be built on a solid rock 
foundation, and without that founda- 
tion no educational edifice can be erect- 
ed, I care not how many colleges you 
attend. Teach American children 
America and Americans, on what our 
system of government is based, adding 
this to the three R’s, and you start a 
boy right.

The Kighteenth Amendment. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
arguments on alcohol, pro and con, 
seem to be missing a point. Before 
we had prohibition there was a demand 
for a commercial grain alcohol, tax free, 
for technical use. The government 
properly met this with denatured alco- 
hol. It made no difference what the 
denaturihg agent was so long as it did 
not interfere with mechanical action. 
Real alcohol was available to any that 
cared to pay the price. 

Real alcohol had two household uses. 
One was for those that enjoyed an alco- 
hol rubdown when they felt fatigued. 
Another was for those that were ill, 
had bed sores or other conditions of 
the skin that was morbid. In all these 
cases the benefit received was through 
absorption. : 

Nowadays the first ones can pur- 
chase their rubbing fluid doctored up 
with more or less poisonous ingredients 
not stated on the label, and upon which 
we have no line about their effect when 
absorbed. The ill and aged are allow- 
ed to purchase at the highest prices 
the alcohol vended by druggists after 
it has been medicated (?) by formalde- 
hyde, carbolic acid and other recog- 
nized deadly poisons (regulation 60, 
sec. 814). 

Those that actually require lNquor 
for medicinal ends entirely have to 
cough up $2.50 or more per pint for 
50-cents worth to the druggist. This 
Goes not take into consideration the 
dector’s end for professional service. 
It is high time that our legislative 
bodies begin to see the difference be- 
tween a people led and a people driven. 
In war time people were asked to be 
moderate, conserve grain, &c. 
was an absolute essential for those 
abroad. The Americans responded 
cheerfully. When the war was over 
the troublemakers arose and there has 
been nothing else since. I believe rea- 
son is beginning to take Stock of itself 
now for the benefit of the future.

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VIRGIN ISLES’ GOVERNOR, 
CAPT. TRENCH, 15 DEAD 


Well-Known Navy Officer Is 
Stricken Suddenly in 
Worcester, Mass. 


RECENTLY IN THE CAPITAL 


Worcester, Maas., Jan. 6 (By A. P.).— 
Capt. Martin E. Trench, U. 8. N., aged 
57 years, governor of the Virgin Islands, 
died suddenly at noon today in the 
home of Capt. Ralph Earle, U. 8. N., 
president of the Worcester Polytechnic 
institute. Capt.* Trench was in good 
health when he came here to spend the 
holidays. He suffered from a cold Janu- 
ary 1 and was confined to the house, 
but his sickness was not considered 
serious until yesterday when broncho 
pneumonia set in. The end approached 
rapidly. With him at the bedside were 
his wife and their son, Martin E. 
Trench, jr. 

Capt. and Mrs. Trench had only re- 
cently returned from the Virgin Islands. 
They stopped off in Washington, where 
the captain had a conference with 
President Coolidge and met the mem- 
bers of the House committee on naval 
affairs. 

Capt. Trench’ occupied an important 
place in naval circles.. He had held im- 
portant commands afloat. In the Span- 
ish war he was on the Iowa with Capt. 
Bob Evans. In the world war he first 
commanded the cruiser Charleston, as 
one of the convoy vessels, and escorted 
the first detachment of the army and 
marine corps on their perilous voyage 
across the Atlantic. Later in the war 
he held the post of commander of the 
yard of the gun factory at Washington. 

Many navy men remember him as a 

football man. He was captain of his 
teams at -the Naval Academy. Mrs. 
Trench is a daughter of the late Casper 
Schenck, who was pay director of the 
navy. 
Trench was born in Dennison, Minn., 
November 30, 1869, the son of Thomas 
Trench. He entered the Naval Acad- 
emy and graduated with the class of 
1893.

Mr. Begg was asked if his amend- 
ment had the approval of the Presi- 
dent and in reply the Ohio member 
quoted from a Swampscott speech in 
which President Coolidge had said that 
the Shenandoah must be replaced. 
“Does the budget approve the amend- 
ment?” Representative Wefald asked. 
“I will not yield my responsibility,” 
said Representative Begg, in reply, “on 
national defense to any man.” 

“I don’t see any danger,” he conclud- 
ed, “except the lethargy and military 
flabbiness that now characterizes our 
policy of national defense.” 
Representative Taber, in his speech 
against the amendment, insisted that 
there was not an adequate supply of 
helium for a 6,000,000-cubic-foot air- 
ship such as was contemplated and that 
if.it should be built it could not fly. 
He said that today the helium produc- 
tion was only 400,000 cubic feet a 
month and the present needs of the 
army and navy totaled 10,000,000 cubic 
feet. 

Helium Aplenty Is Seen. 


Representative William Oliver, of Ala- 
bama, in reply to Representative Taber, 
insisted that undeveloped helium fields 
existed in- abundance and that by the 
time the airship could be completed, 
three years from now, a plentiful quan- 
tity could be made available. 

“There is only one real objection to 
this proposal,” said Representative Fred 
Britten, who spoke for the amendment, 
“and that is in the President's budget 
which is not important. The metal air- 
ship on which experiments are being 
made is of only 260,000 cubic feet capac- 
ity. It is a “tin lizzie” among lighter- 
than-air craft.” 

Representative Thomas 8. Butler, of 
eae | Sannersvants. gained the floor to make 
the remark that “one year we run up 
the hill and the next year we run 
down.” 

Representative French closed the de- 
bate in a speech against the amend- 
ment. He insisted that the appropria- 
tion of money at this time was against 
the policy of Congress and the Presi- 
dent, and that Congress would have 
plenty of time to grant the money be- 
fore the authorization expired on July 
1, 1928. He did not question the desire 
of the House or the need of the country 
for a dirigible or two dirigibles but 
said that the present time was not the 
one to vote the money. He appealed to 
the House to take a businesslike view 
of the situation and act accordingly. 


Longworth Votes for Amendment. 
On the division Speaker Nicholas

Bertrand H. Snell, of New York, also

There 
is near the gop of the skull a soft spot 
called the fontanel; this place, which is 
temporarily unprotected by the bony 
structure of the skull, is ordinarily 
closed over after the second year. From 
that time on, the scalp may be mas- 
paged, but always with extreme gen- 
tleness. Just enough to stimulate the 
circulation. 

The hair even of the tiniest infant 
should be kept in order and should be 
brushed each day with a soft camel’s 
hair brush. 

Very often, the hair changes color 
during babyhood. This is in the regu-

_ On Auction Bridge 


HE pointer for today is: 
ith unusual length and 
strength in some other suit a 
take-out bid should be made even with 
normal support. 

In considering the bidding and play- 
ing problems of. Auction Bridge (espe- 
cially the bidding), it should be remem- 
bered that unusugl types of hands may 
turn up which make exceptions to the 
usual rules advisable. That is the case 
when holding normal support for the 
partner’s Major suit and having also 
some othér unusually long and strong 
suit—especially when that other suit is 
the other Major. 

An example of the usual: South one 
Spade, West pass; North holding x-x-x 
in Spades and Ace-King-x-x-x in 
Hearts should not bid the Hearts as it 
would be most) unwise to deceive the 


partner by denying the normal sup-' 


port for Spades, merely to announce a 
Heart holding of ordinary length. 

An example of the unusual: If 
North’s Spedes were x-x-x and his 
Hearts Ace-King-Jack-x-x-x-x, it would 
be advisable, on the first round, to deny 
the normal Spade support (although 
it is there) and to bid the Hearts. To

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TO CONSIDER BANK 


Believe Shortness of Session 
Will Work Against Law 
to Meet Apathy. | 


BRAND AND EDWARDS 
INTRODUCE NEW BILLS 


Direct Borrowing From. 
Government. 


With little likelihood that their dis- 
cussion will result in any new legisla- 
tion at this session, the House ways and 
means committee is.expected to give 
consideration today to the situation 
brought about by the general apathy of 
banks throughout the country toward 


lateral for loans. 

Several bills have been introduced in 
the House designed to relieve the sit- 
uation and make funds more easily 
available to the veterans holding certi- 
ficates, Representatives Brand and Ed- 
wards, of Georgia, introducing measures 
yesterday. Most of the bills propose 
that loans shall be made by the vet- 
erans bureau. 

Against this scheme, however, is tho 
expressed opposition of the financia!

Hurt by Short Session. 


Another factor which will work, more 
effectively perhaps, against any real ec- 
tion on the matter at this session of 
Congress is the shortness of the session 
and the amount of work Congress must 
do to enact the necessary appropriation 
bills before jt dies March 4. : 

There is a disposition on the part of 
leaders to wait awhile and see whether 
the situation does not work out to 
better satisfaction before any attem 
is made to rush new laws on the 6u 
ject through the legislative machinery. 

So far as Washington veterans and 
banks go, yesterday was calmer than 
any day so far this week.
